Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features " calculating scaling 
factors for a pulse train comprising a group of at least two peaks whose power exceeds 
a predefined threshold, said scaling factor for one peak taking into account an influence

on said peak which occurs if at least one other peak of said group is applied a scaling 
factor 3 1 . The closest prior art of record, Tellado et al. U.S. Patent 6,314,146 B1 
disclosing peak to average power ratio reduction, either singularly or in combination, 
fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious..
